/ty apologies to you and to °ohn from my typing. I do not want to delay and the ends 
of ray fingers are split, and as John may remember, my vision was not good when we spent 
some time together in New Orleans and in Dallas, where he was preparing for an article to 
appear on the fifth anniversary of the Jl'k assassination. I still remember some of Ms 
Kindnesses then. 

Dear John, to the compliments you paid °im Garrison you could well iiave said that he 
is one oi the most cnarming of men, so personable, so eloquent, so persuasive. 1 like you 
and so many otnerSjWas quite persuaded by all he said and like you li/trusted liim, believed 
Mm and had no doubt tha^t the charges he had filed were the result of an excellent invest!— 
ga Lj don by him. Because my interest when 1 was in New Orleans was in Osswald, I never 

questionedjhin about Ms ShaW case. / f 

But the tragic trufch as 1 was so late learning is that lie is aS unabashed and uninhi- 
bited a liar as in 78 years 1 .have ever known, '.'he ghastly fact is tliat he just made it up 
as he went and never conducted what can reasonably be called an investigation at all. 

I tliiiih - caii anticipate how you feel by now but please keep an open mind. I tliink ^ 
you'll soon see enough to understand and perl laps be shocked. 

ks you may remember, when you were then in New Orleans I was staying with our friend 

natt herron. fou should remember tliat one night »hen it was rather warm and I got up from 
a mat .russ on die floor wMle quite exhausted from so little sleep I passed out and in 

falling demolished Latt's harpsichord. When 1 came to it was you hovering over me. I still 
remember and appreciate y«ur concern. 



You find llatt loft Dallas the day before I wanted to. Mu were kind enough to let ne 
use your rented car. I had a minor accident with it in the airport traffic the next day. 
You may not remenoer it but I was ill and planned to fly home from Dallas. But Garrison 
'pnoneo rie * ^ J us “ had to return to u ev Orleans. He had tin; most important piece of evi- 
dence ye „ and - in particular just nad to see it. He said he'd have liatt meet ne at the 

airport, no, l was on the evening plane and Hatt did meet me. 

Do had a long wai u ai the airport. Tliat was one of the two tine;; my baggage was 

intercepted and we waited for it. i<att stopped off at the Palais Myal on airline and I 

bought, enought clotliing and toilet articles to tide ne over. So, after wliat u arrison had 
me return for, _ had to await the delivery of ny intercepted luggage, fortunately! 

"h® UeX ^ w ^°g promised moment of moments, 1 was in Garrison's office 
with some of Ids staff ^Warren Commission vitness^Uharles Hall Hteole II, and a movie

With what he regarded as an aporcfriate explanation cf just why tills sensation we 
were auou. 1.0 enjoy was so significant, he liad one of Ills detectives turn the projector 
on. He smarted to project an exceptionally poor copy of wliat remained of the UDHU-TV 
film of Dswald, including his literature distribution outside the international Trade 
liart, tlie old buioding. Shaw was general manager.

ITgne of us said any tiling except as I now recall a bit of his usual sycophancy from 
Turner, who was one of Garrison's najor mobile disasters, details ol wliich i will not 
now go into. 

Garrison then turned to Steele, then a marine hone on leave. He is in the film, handing 
out copies of Oswald's "liinds off Guba!" hs*; sheet. Oswald had liired him for &2.00 in the 
unemployment-compensation line, to which Steele returned. He questooned - Hieele , getting 
less than Steele liad testified to before thew'arren Commission. 'Mien he excused Steele 1 
asked Steele if he'd nind answering a question or two for me.

I addressed and nailed them at 
the airport, two former #31 agents bath of whom believed tliere ?iad been « conspiracy 
toJcill_J^:. if either faiev i'd aske : the other. Independently, I learned fron each the 
identical story, that those tliree nen were not tramps but were winos ,' that when after 
the assassination the p olice were searcliing the entire area, they had been found guzzling 
wing and. stinking fron it in an empty railroad boxcar paVked behind the Central /brnex 
Post office. It was an hour and a half after the assassination. (.This is what Garrison

had in mind in telling you that soue of then hung around after the dirta^leed was done.) 

They were narched more than tliree blocks, fron behinf 217 A. Houston to the triple- 
underpass and then at a riglr; angle to and past the depository building in front of 
which ufk had been killed. That was the only way to walk them out. The news photogs 
were filming cverytliing tliat moved, including them. a man i'd interested in searcliing for 
unicnown pictures, Richard Sprague, got copies of them and he and Garrison immediately 
said theyjfere assassins disguised as tramps, thus the name "Tramp Pictures." 

Neither they nor the many others Garrison interested in those pictures, not the 
least of whom was iiark lane( now shifted farthur totlie right than he'd been to tlie leftj 
e ,r er mentioned tliat none of the men was handcuffed and none of the tliree uniformed officers

I got the results of the FBI's in- 
vestigation of t:iat assassin sketch. It includes interviews with the editors of the payers 
that own those pictures and with the three men in uniform, one a deputy the other two 
policemen. T'ey confirm^ the investigations made for me but in fact they say the boxcar 
in which those winos were found was even farthur away. In tJiis they erred.

They made 
for me obvious investigations I asked for and Garrison had not had made. 

One of the two men he was about tocharge with being an assassin in Vjt>3 had actaually 
kille d himself in Ifew_O rle;m s in 1 f j62!hobert Perrin. The other was almost as wild. Based 
on Garrison s false claim that lie was one of those tliree Mi Garrison was going to charge 
Lugar Lugene Bradley, ohe west— coast representative oi an ultra— riglif east— coast preacher, 
dev Carl Iiclntire/. had not a damned tiling; on either man to bein with. 

Btaymg at uattSs I worked quite hard and then gave Gciambra a memo that begins by 
saying that what Boxley did was go out and make up and feed bac \( to Garrison wliat Harrison 
had himaelf made up without a shred of evidence, even rationality. 

Garrison was not abcrnt to confess so inst ad he saved his own face by firing Boxley, 
charging what he knew v/as false, that the CIA had infiltrated f a;, s t c E f i to wreck his 
investigation.

&reaf tiagedy are out to get liiia. He is clever tliat way, aided ir/’wi absence of scruple 
or principle. 

xou nay not remember fit but I suffer the bordswortliian curyse, of being the first. I 
had more idian|OJ _oi oernat-ional rejection of ny first book^wCe^l - -then publiislied/attd huoatcc 
I was broke had not a penny for any promotion Jotif still made a bestOseller of it. Without 
any review in any major publication. Thsjl , oy the way, is true of ■ all seven books I've 
published. So I have no reason to be and an not part of that "established" p*eef’ wliich 
did not even report it when the FOIa was amended in 1'J74 over one of my lawsumts. The 
ini and the uaa hate ne and I have no connection with either. 

In short, ^ohn, you were lied to. -tone had plenty of tine t*f rewrite tin/ script 
and he decided not to. He coutmuef} with what he knows is a complete fraud' s **nd ^e began 
by proclaiming tliat he would be recording Mieir history for the peopl^&nd would tell them, 
and 7v\ using Ms words, "who" lcil3.ed their j ’ resident, "Why" and "how". liven after he got' 
i.iy longtliy and Retailed letter he continued with tliis lie so well designed to promote Ills 
exploitation.

®t all irom me. He tried and tailed to buy the right to use Keagher's book from her heir. 

Ion Iiave you own independent means of satisfying ymurseif that those wretched ex- 
ploiters are liars in Sklar's atricle. 

If Stone had not begun Ids movie promotion, coinciding with the release of Ids movie
